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A Japanese manufacturer of racecars will enter a new racebike with a 
carbon-fiber chassis in the Suzuka Eight-hour. The machine, built by 
employees of Dome Co. as an after-hours project, combines a carbon- 
fiber-reinforced-plastic chassis with a Honda CBX750 engine and has a 
claimed dry weight of 328 pounds. The frame itself, which has aluminum- 
alloy bosses built in to accept engine mount bolts and the swingarm pivot, 
is said to weigh 14.3 pounds without the swingarm and without a bolt-on 
rear section used to support the seat. A combination bodywork/ fairing 
completely encloses the engine and splits vertically to allow removal; 
ducts direct cooling air into and out of the fairing. The bike, named the 
Black Buffalo, will be ridden at Suzuka by Englishman Mat Oxley and 
Swede Vesa Kultalahti, who finished second in the 1984 LeMans 24-hour 
endurance race. 
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Jeff Hicks rode this production 1986 Honda CR250R motocrosser at the 
Buchanan (Michigan) National MX. The bike was released to Hicks by 
Honda’s R&D department. While there are no sweeping changes, the 
CR250R’s engine has undergone major revisions; the ATAC system, 
which was formerly attached to the exhaust system just below the 
exhaust port, has been replaced by a more conventional power valve 
set-up, similar to that in use on the Suzuki RM250. The rumored rear disc 
brake apparently was just that — rumored. Hicks went 9-7 on the day to

ATV investigation: 


L.A. safety hear- 
ing rescheduled 


By John Ulrich 
WASHINGTON, DC, JULY 15 
The U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission has sched- 
uled a public hearing on ATV 
safety in Milwaukee and has 
changed the date of a hearing already 
slated for Los Angeles. A release from 
the CPSC Office of Media Relations 
says that the Commission will hold a 
hearing in Milwaukee on September 
3 and that the Los Angeles hearing 
has been moved from its tentative 
date of October 15 to October 17. 

ATV enthusiasts, dealers and ma- 
nufacturers have testified at CPSC 
hearings already held in Jackson, 
Mississippi and Dallas, Texas; ATV 
crashers, lawyers suing manufactur- 
ers on behalf of ATV crashers, and 
doctors in favor of banning ATVs 
have also testified at the hearings. 

CPSC Commissioner Stuart ‘Ban 
’em” Statler has repeatedly advocated 
a ban and recall of all three-wheeled 
ATVs to stem rising numbers of inju- 
ries across the country, and has 
blasted the vehicles as being inher- 
ently unstable. Pro-ATV witnesses at 
the public hearings have testified 
that rider mis-use of ATVs and non- 
use of basic safety equipment such as 
helmets and boots have caused the 
jump in injuries that attracted CPSC 
attention last year. 

According to CPSC ATV Task 
Force Chairman Nick Marchica, the 
agency has finished compiling over 
325 statistically-valid reports of 
ATV-related injuries treated at 65 
hospital emergency rooms across the 
country during a three-month pe- 
riod; figures from those hospitals are 
used to extrapolate nationwide in- 





‘jury numbers, currently estimated to 


be 52,000 in the first six months of 
1985 and 128,000 since 1982. Acci- 
dents in the statistically-valid reports 
will be investigated to determine 
cause as part of an ongoing CPSC 
investigation into ATV accidents. 

Many ATV dealers across the coun- 
try have reported drops of 25 to 80% 
in ATV sales since intensive general 
media coverage of the ATV safety 
controversy began earlier this year. 
Statler has been pointedly criticized 
for appearing in several television 
shows and for being quoted in many 
newspaper stories, saying ATVs are 
the most dangerous products he’s 
ever seen, that ATVs are inherently 
unstable with basic design flaws and 
must be ridden on two wheels to be 
turned, and that ATVs should be 
banned and recalled. Statler’s com- 
ments were made prior to the com- 
pletion of the ongoing CPSC investi- 
gation and despite preliminary 
CPSC engineering staff opinions 
that the basic ATV design does not 
have definable defects. Sources have 
attributed Statler’s comments and his 
willingness to blast ATVs prior to 
the CPSC completing its investiga- 
tion as triggering a general media 
witch hunt and as denying ATV ma- 
nufacturers, dealers and enthusiasts 
due process guaranteed under the 
Consumer Product Safety Act, which 
established the CPSC.

Letter to CPSC 


I have been following with interest 
your recent campaign to ban ATVs 
from sale and use in the United 
States. I would like to make the fol- 
lowing observations. 

Iam a physician and am concerned 
about, and dedicated to the well- 
being of the American public. I think, 
however, that you have gone far astray 
in your assumption that the cause of 
the injuries that are occurring with 
ATVs is inherent design defects. lam 
a registered ATV racer with the Ari- 
zona Desert Racing Association and 
my two sons race two-wheel motor- 
cycles in the same association. It has 
been my experience and is my very 
strong opinion that when properly 
operated by knowledgeable operators, 
using proper safety gear, there is no 
inherent risk in these other than those 
associated with competition and 
speed, something which exists in all 
competitive events that involve mo- 
torized equipment. 

The problem with ATV accidents 
is very similar to that which occurs 
with other forms of machinery. Most 
of them occur because the rider is 
ignorant of the shortcomings of the 
machine and frequently the riders are 
young, inexperienced people whose 
parents or other responsible parties 
have not informed them of the inher- 
ent dangers in mechanized vehicles. 
Very often, the users have had exces- 
sive amounts to drink, or are doing 
things which defy common sense. All 
things have inherent design charac- 
teristics which make them dangerous 
if recognition of these characteristics 
is not observed. A bicycle will fall 
over if the person is not aware that it 
is necessary to hold it up at slow 
speeds. The car will veer off the road 
and crash if the driver is not aware 
that the steering must be controlled. 








An airplane will crash if the operator 
is not aware that the controls must be 
used properly to prevent this. The 
point is, that proper education and 
training allows any “defect” in any 
machinery to be overcome through 
proper use. 

There is a great deal of joy in this 
equipment to people who use it pro- 
perly. It brings families together, 
allows expression of one’s competi- 
tive spirit, and creates a great deal of 
comradery. To remove these vehicles 
from public use would be only to 
penalize large numbers of people 
because of the ignorant few. 

Obviously the solution to this prob- 
lem is public education and I would 
seriously urge that your office aban- 
don this approach of banning these 
vehicles and, instead, work with the 
manufacturers and public safety 
agencies, race groups, motorcycle 
clubs, etc., to establish programs 
which will educate the public as to 
the dangers of these vehicles if not 
properly driven and teach them how 
to do so.

Honda’s CR250R; Yamaha’s YZ250N; Kaw- 
asaki’s KX250D-1; Suzuki’s RM250N. 
They’re all good, but which one is best? 
Every year the battle to produce the best 


Japanese 250cc motocrosser 
gets tighter and tighter, and 
this year’s fight is the closest 
ever. But only one can claim 
King of the Hill honors. After four 
months of testing and racing against 
the stopwatch, we have found the 
true champion. 


Motor 


Last year it was the Honda that 
reigned supreme in this department, 
but now it’s the Yamaha that shines 
above the rest. Last year’s YZ made 
good horsepower off the bottom and 
at mid-range but couldn't match the 
Honda on top; no longer is this the 
case. The engineers at Honda de- 
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cided to tame down the CR by giving 
it more low-end power, but too much 
power off the top was sacraficed. 
Even if Honda didn’t make any mod- 
ifications, the Yamaha would’ve 


` been tough to beat. Not only does the 


YZ have even more power off the 
bottom than it did last year, but has 
more than enough grunt on top to 
keep most Expert riders pleased. 
The Kawasaki rates a safe and 
sound second to the Yamaha — it, 
too, has plenty of horsepower from 
mid-range on up, but lacks that 
needed punch off the bottom to stay 
even with the Yamaha through the 
gears. The clutch must be fanned a 
few times when exiting tight turns, 
while the Yamaha’s throttle can be

rolled on smoothly without the aid of 
the clutch in most situations. 

Suzuki’s problems are the same as 
last year’s but only less dramatic. It 
still doesn’t have enough power off 
the bottom to exit turns quickly, but 
it does hit much harder in the middle 
than it did before, with a smoother 
transition. Unfortunately, it still 
doesn’t have the peak power to match 
the Yamaha or Kawasaki on top; the 
Suzuki does have enough to stay 
ahead of the Honda. 

Even though the Honda is consid- 
erably slower than the others, a 
smooth powerband and clutch 
makes the CR a good starter — unless 
the straight to the first turn isn’t too 
long. On a tight practice track, we 
timed all four bikes with a stopwatch 
from a start, up a hill to the first turn, 
which was about 250 feet away. After 
eight runs, (throwing out the best 
and worst times on each bike), the 
Honda had the best average time-- 
barely--at 5.63 seconds, edging the 
Yamaha’s 5.64 seconds. The Yamaha 
did, however, have the best single run 
of the four at 5.45 seconds vs. the 
Honda’s best of 5.46 seconds. 

Since the Honda doesn’t have a lot 
of power, it is easier to maintain a 
straight line on the Honda without 
wasting time spinning the rear 
wheel. A lot of this has to do with the 
super-smooth action of the clutch, 
which is by far the best of the bunch. 
The Yamaha has a slightly grabby 
clutch, and with its incredibly-strong 
powerband, getting it off the line is 
sometimes tricky. About the time the 
Yamaha hits fourth gear, though, it 
starts hooking up and gaining any 
lost time. The Honda is easier to get 
consistently-good starts on, com- 
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pared to the Yamaha, but the longer 
the straight, the more chance the 
Yamaha has at being first to the first 
turn. 

The Suzuki had the third-best av- 
erage time to the first turn at 5.75 
seconds, but the Suzuki’s lack of low- 
end power made good starts difficult 
to get. Its single best time was a low 
5.48--a decent clutch and smooth 
power delivery help. 

Trailing the field with a 5.81- 
second averge time was the Kawa- 
saki; it didn’t have a single good time 
— it had two passes at 5.66 seconds. 
The Kawasaki’s lack of low-end and 
a terrible clutch are diffcult to deal 
with. The Kawasaki bogs off the line 
no matter how much the clutch is 
slipped and is very difficult to keep in 
a straight line. The more we rode the 
Kawasaki the worse the clutch be- 
came — it got more and more grabby 
and made grinding noices. Hole- 
shots on the Kawasaki are hard to 
come by. 


Suspension 


For the second year in a row, the 
Suzuki out-shines the rest with its 
Full-Floater rear suspension and 
Kayaba forks. Even though the Suzu- 
ki’s rear suspension was the best last 
year, it has gotten even better for ’85; 
minor valving and spring changes 
have it more sensitive to smaller 
bumps for a smoother ride without 
losing high-speed stability over 
bigger bumps. The back end rarely 
bottoms, and when it does, it’s hardly 
noticeable. Up front, the forks are the 
smoothest of the bunch in every situ- 
ation; the superiority of the Suzuki's 
forks is especially evident when brak- 
ing over bumps, because the Suzuki's

front end doesn’t wander back and 
forth. 

The Kawasaki and Yamaha are 
close, but can’t match the Suzuki's 
straight-line stability. Both the Kawa- 
saki and Yamaha have good suspen- 
sion, but right out the crate, we give 
the nod to the Kawasaki over 
the Yamaha; the Yamaha is good 
over smaller bumps, but, because it’s 
too soft in the rear, it bottoms hard, 
swaps, and see-saws down rough 
straights. The Kawasaki is more sta- 
ble than the Yamaha in nasty 
whoops and over big bumps, but isa 
little harsh and skittery over the 
smaller bumps. Stiffer fork spring 
are a must for the Yamaha, and make 
a 100% change for the better. 

We never liked the Honda’s sus- 
pension; sometimes we hated it. The 
back end kicks and swaps no matter 
what the damping or preload set- 
tings. Many CR owners feel the same 
way and trash the stock shock for an 
aftermarket one. The stock shock 
can’t be pushed at all; the back end 
kicks drastically in all directions--we 
didn’t have much confidence riding 
the Honda, because we never knew 
which way the back wheel was going 
to kick. Sometimes it bounces 
straight up, or out to the side, or, 
worst of all, up and to the side all at 
once. The fork does a decent job, but 
it, too, twitches at times, especially 
when braking over bumps. The 
Honda is more at home on super- 
cross-type tracks with evenly-spaced 
bumps and more predictable terrain. 
The Honda's front and rear suspen- 
sion does an admirable job absorbing 
hard impacts off big jumps. 


Handling 





The Honda is the easiest bike to 
ride because it has a comfortable, 
neutral riding position compared to 
the other three. All the Honda’s con- 
trols are easy to reach and have better 
feel, making the Honda simple to 
turn, brake and throw around in the 
air. The Yamaha, on the other hand, 
has a strange bar/peg/seat relation- 
ship that takes some time getting 
used to. The Yamaha’s seat is fairly 
wide and soft, and the handlebars 
have a bend we didn’t like. The Su- 
zuki still feels like a Suzuki, with its 
stink-bug-like (ass in the air) seating 
position — high in the rear, and low 
up front. Unlike the others, the Ka- 
wasaki feels big and long with acom- 
fortable bar/peg/seat relationship. 

The Yamaha is the best of the 
bunch in turns no matter if a berm is 
used or not; the front end tracks 
really well and goes where it’s 
pointed. With its excellent low end, 
the Yamaha hooks up nicely and 
smoothly in the turns without throw- 
ing the rider off course. The Suzuki 
hugs a tight turn well, but doesn’t 
handle the berms as well as the Ya- 
maha; it sometimes drifts wide and 
rises up too soon. Even though the 
Kawasaki has that long feeling, it, 
too, turns exceptionally well, but it 
prefers bermed turns. The KX can be 
plowed into berms with confidence; 
it doesn’t stand up too soon. The 
Honda turns precisely in almost any 
situation, but has the tendency to 
drift wide in hairpin turns. 

The Honda has the strongest 
brakes of the four, but the Yamaha’s 
Brake Actuated Suspension System 
(B.A.S.S.) has the advantage on 
rougher tracks; the system reduces 
rear-wheel hop. The Kawasaki has 
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The Honda has more punch off the bottom this year, but too much power 


was sacrificed on the top. 





strong brakes, but the front disc 
brake on our test bike kept getting air 
in the hydraulic system, increasing 
lever play. The Suzuki’s brakes aren’t 
incredibly strong, but are much bet- 
ter than in 1984, and the Suzuki’s 
brakes are very smooth, progressive 
and controllable, so there isn’t much 
rear end hop over the bumps. 


On the track 


We rode all four bikes on variety of 
track surfaces, ranging from sand to 
loamy dirt to mud to hard-packed. 
But when it came time to collect lap 
times, we took all four bikes on our 
favorite test track, a hard-packed, 
somewhat-slippery course in south- 
ern California. 

Even though the Yamaha — 
ranked overall on different types of 
track conditions — rates above the 
others because of its excellent motor 
and decent suspension, our lowest 
overall lap time on out test track was 
on the Suzuki. We timed each bike 
from a start and did five hard laps. 
The Suzuki had the lowest start-and- 
five-lap time at 7 minutes, 24 se- 
conds, while the Yamaha’s best time 
was 7:26. The Kawasaki turned 7:29, 
while the Honda brought up the rear 
at 7:34. 

The track is fairly rough with a 
couple of long straightaways, which 
favors bikes with the best suspension 
and mid- through top-end horse- 
power. But because the ground is 
slick and dry, the Suzuki. — which 
bogs when there’s good traction — 





performs very well; wheelspin can be 
used to keep it in its powerband; that’s 
why it had a better lap time than the 
rest of the four on this particular 
track. The Yamaha still felt better 
than the Suzuki because of its smooth 
and powerful powerband and excel- 
lent turning abilities; those attrib- 
utes made it easy to run fast laps on 
the Yamaha for a longer period of 
time. If there had been a bit more 
traction, the Yamaha would have 
turned the best lap times. 


The Kawasaki had a decent time 
despite its brake problems, grabby 
clutch and slow steering — its strong 
pull at high rpm made up for some of 
the handicaps. The lack of low-end 
hindered the Kawasaki when exiting 
a couple of tight turns, but the Kawa- 
saki was stable in a straight line over 
the bumps and felt comfortable. 

The Honda’s biggest problem was 
suspension — with the throttle wide 
open out of a bumpy turn, the Hon- 
da’s back end hops and kicks so much 
that the rider has to back off the throt- 
tle and loses valuable time. This sort 
of stuff really wears out a rider 
quickly; the combination of being 
down on horsepower and having 
suspension problems means the 
Honda just isn’t the hot set-up in 
stock form on rough, wide-open 
tracks. But on supercross-type tracks, 
the Honda works because it turns 
well, is light and easy to throw 
around, jumps well and has enough 
power for short straightaways. 

The catch is that the Yamaha does 
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The new Kawasaki KX250 has a very strong motor but lacks power off the 


bottom when exiting turns. Suspension is first rate. 





everything the Honda does as well, if 
not a little better, especially in turns 
and hooking up out of the corners. 
The Honda uses everything it has, 
while the Yamaha has a little left 
over at the same speed. 

Neither the Suzuki nor the Kawa- 
saki make great supercross bikes, be- 
cause they lack the all-important

The Kawasaki has 
a few bugs like a front brake that 
never quite works right and a weak, 
grabby clutch. With this in mind, we 
give the nod to the Suzuki over the 
Kawasaki; the Suzuki’s clutch didn't 
get grabby, its brakes worked well, 
and it out-handled and out-per-

formed the Kawasaki on the track — 
but not by much.

The 1985 Vetter 
Fuel Economy Run

MONTEREY, CA, JULY 14 

“I would say that the most important thing 
is to take it easy; to ride like a spud!” When 
his machine finally coughed to a halt on the 
track at Laguna Seca, Matsu Matsuzawa had 


ning Open-class machine? Matsuza- 
wa’s machine was constructed as an 
after-hours project by Ken Miyako 
and Larry Sebastian; both are em- 
ployees of Honda Research of Amer- 
ica (HRA). The bike was a low- 
budget project built with off-the- 
shelf parts, rather than constructed as 
a one-off mega-dollar factory effort. 

The crankcase and crankshaft are 
from a Honda ATC185; the electric 
start feature being desireable for re- 
starting the engine after coasting. A 
CB125 barrel and piston were grafted 
onto the case, resulting in a displace- 
ment of 145cc. For the top end, 
Miyako and Sebastian chose the cyl- 
inder head and cam from a TL125 
trials bike; the mild cam timing and 
small valves being conducive to 
torque and fuel economy at low en- 
gine speeds. 

According to Miyako, nothing was 
specially fabricated for the engine. 
‘‘We didn’t want to use anything 
exotic, like ceramic pistons or carbon 
fiber — after all, this bike was fi- 


piloted his “Spud” streamliner 
to victory in the Open class of 
the 1985 Vetter Economy Run 
with an impressive 470 mpg. 

The event was the fifth running of 
Craig Vetter’s annual mileage con- 
test; conceived as a real-world test of 
fuel economy. ‘“The contest is impor- 
tant,” said Vetter, “because there’s a 
finite amount of fuel on this planet, 
and it’s being used up faster than the 
supply is being replenished. Fuel 
economy doesn’t seem like an impor- 
tant issue right now because gas is 
plentiful and cheap — but who’s to 
say what will happen in the future?” 

This year, the Vetter Economy 
Run was conducted in two divisions: 
the Open class, and the Real Motor- 
cycle class. The Open class is for no- 
holds-barred high-mileage ma- 
chines, with about the only stipula- 
tion being that they are street legal: 
headlight, turn signals and a license 
plate are required on all entries. 

So what does it take to build a win- 
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Though he finished second to Dan Hanebrink in the Saturday qualifier,

nanced out of our pocket. Probably 
the most exotic part is the fairing, 
and even that’s available to the pub- 
lic: we bought ours from Rifle Fair- 
ing. 

Ironically, while the winning 
Open class machine was built from 
off-the-shelf parts, the Real Motorcy- 
cle class was won by an elaborate 
HRA project bike called the Eagle. 
The Real Motorcycle class was in- 
tended to represent what could be 
achieved by motorcycles ridden un- 
der “real” conditions. Minimum 
engine size is 650cc, the engine must 
have at least two cylinders, and the 
bike must be ridden with a passenger. 
The class was intended to attract 
contestants who couldn't afford to 
build an exotic Open-class machine. 

The HRA Eagle is based on a 
Honda 700 Shadow, run with special 
lightweight pistons that upped the 
compression from 9.6:1 to 10:1. The 
camshafts were ground to decrease 
valve overlap, and the exhaust system 
was necked down from 42mm to 
32mm. The clutch was modified to 
completely disengage. 

Since heat is a form of energy, the 
ideal for a high-mileage engine is to 
run it slow and hot. Though the 
Shadow engine is water-cooled, the 
Eagle's engine is run dry; the water 
pump and the radiator have actually 
been removed from the engine. Like- 
wise, the short cooling fins on the 
outside of the engine’s water-jacket 
were ground off to help retain heat 
within the engine. 

The most visible effort for the Ea- 
gle project was the fairing, designed 
by Mr. Y. Oshima of HRA. Based on 
his design, a clay mock-up was built, 
and the fiberglass body parts were 
made in Japan by Tokyo R&D, an 
independent firm hired by Honda. A 
custom paint job completed the proj- 
ect, and the result was a visually 
impressive — and incredibly expen- 
sive — Real Motorcycle class entry. 

The Vetter Economy Run is held 


‘in two parts: a qualifying heat held 





on public highways, followed by a 
final run on the racetrack at Laguna 
Seca. Open class machines are sup- 
plied with two cents worth of gaso- 
line, (the Real Motorcycles get three 
cents worth), and between the two 
segments of the Formula One event, - 
the vehicles parade around the race- 
way until they run out of gas. 

When Matsuzawa finally sputtered 
to a halt, his machine had edged 
arch-rival Dan Hanebrink, turning 
in a calculated 470 mpg. Kiyoshi 
Aizawa and his passenger Helen 
Kanda had ridden the Eagle to vic- 
tory in the Real Motorcycle class 
with a figure of 139 mpg, beating the 
noble second-place effort of Chris 
and Cathleen Hodgson aboard their 
heavily-modified Gold Wing (!) at 
115 mpg. And while the contestants 
were locked in this miserly combat, 
the spectators at the track waited 
impatiently for the second leg of the 
Formula One event. 

Now that the Vetter Economy Run 
has been run for the fifth time, pro- 
moter Craig Vetter feels the event is 
due for an overhaul. 

“When I started this thing, my idea 
was to see what kind of mileage could 
be obtained with motorcycles. But I 
wanted real, rideable motorcycles 
that could be used as transportation 
at highway speeds. At first I thought 
that would require about a 250cc 
engine; now it seems that even an 
85cc engine will do the job. Aerody- 
namics is the key — in the future 
maybe even a turbocharged 50cc en- 
gine would be a winner. 

“But there has to be a way to gener- 
ate more interest in the event; we 
have the same people entering year 
after year. Next year I’m going to 
change the event: I don’t know how 
just yet. I'd like to make it more inter- 
esting for the spectators. The intent 
was to create a contest for real, ridea- 
ble motorcycles that people could use 
on the street. And the machines we 
saw this year just aren’t being used as 
transportation.” e

AMA/CCS U.S. National Championship 
Endurance Road Race Series: Round 6 


Moto-Guzzi shines in 
Paul Revere 250

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, JULY 3-4 


Dr. John’s Team Moto-Guzzi continued their 
domination of the AMA/CCS U.S. Endu- 
rance Series by winning the Paul Revere 250, 
which was run at night at Daytona Inter- 


national Speedway. Larry 
Shorts and Gregg Smrz, shared 
the team Moto-Guzzi Lemans 
1000 around Daytona’s 3.56- 


mile combined oval/road course to a 
one minute, 40-second margin of vic- 
tory over runner-up Northridge Rac- 
ing and their Yamaha FJ1100 after 
early leaders Team Ontario dropped 
out of the race with front brake prob- 
lems. The winners covered 71 laps of 
the circuit for 252.76 miles at an aver- 
age speed of 95.98 mph. 

The race was unique in many 
ways. It marked the first endurance 
road race run completely at night as 
the event started at 10:00 p.m. and 
ended 2 hours, 38 minutes and 14 
seconds later. The first 18 runnings of 
the Paul Revere 250 at Daytona were 
sports car races and the switch to two- 
wheeled action signaled a change in 
tradition. Additionally, the race paid 
the highest-ever purse, $20,000, for 
an endurance road race in the U.S. 

The field included every major 
endurance team with the exception 
of Team Hammer and Cycle Tech 
Racing. Team Hammer, the defend- 
ing WERA National Endurance 
Championships, race a Prototype 
class machine in WERA and the 
AMA/CCS series does not have such 
a machine classification. Cycle Tech 
withdrew from the field at the last 
minute, to concentrate on the WERA 
Series. 

Estimated spectator attendance was 
put at 30,000 by the Speedway with 76 
teams taking to the grid for the race. 

‘Lhe majority of teams figured on 
two fuel stops for the race. One 
exception was Dr. John’s team, who 
hada specially-fabricated fuel tank of 
larger capacity designed to make the 
race on one stop. 

Team Lockhart’s Wendell Phillips 
called on Dale Quarterley, a Super- 
bike Championship Series competi- 








tor, to help with his Kawasaki Ninja 
900 and already had a strategy formu- 
lated. “We want to be in the top five 
at the end of the first hour,” said 
Phillips. “Right now we're feeling 
out the other teams and seeing who 
we can run with.” 

Competition was equally as keen 
between the four major tire manufac- 
turers as it was with the top motor- 
cycle brands. Both Dunlop and Met- 
zeler were testing new compounds. 
Michelin, represented by Walt Schaf- 
fer, and Continental were also on 
hand. 

Dunlop's top entry, Team Onta- 
rio, had racing tire technician David 
Buck their to oversee their new com- 
pounds. ““We’re developing two new 
tire compounds for endurance racing 
with the idea of having them ready 
for the Superbike race here in Novem- 
ber,” said Buck. “As always, you need 
as many laps as possible to get this 
done.” 

Metzeler was represented by Parts 
Unlimited’s David Graham, who kept 
a close eye on the Dr. John’s Moto- 
Guzzi and the Northridge Yamaha 
entries. 

The teams were started in three 
waves with the first two being the 
GTO entries and the third the GTU 
group. At the green, John Ashmead 
put Team Ontario’s Dunlop/ND/ 
American Honda/Ontario Moto 
Tech/Arai/Spectro/D.E. Machina/ 
Cam-2 VF1000R in front with Kevin 
Schwantz, riding the Phil Flack-tuned 
Team Sixteen Yamaha RZ500 in 
second, ahead of Mike Harlow on the 
Quester-Sullivan Yamaha FJ1100. By 
lap three, Doug Chancey moved the 
Escargot entry into third and then 
passed Schwantz for second on the 
next lap. 

Chancey was right back on Ash- 
mead's rear tire on laps six and seven 
before Ashmead began to pull away 
on lap eight. Schwantz began to close

on Chancey and had his front tire 
even with Chancey’s rear tire enter- 
ing turn one on laps nine and 10. By 
lap 12, Chancey had retired the ELR 
after it began to run rough. 

Team Lockhart was also experienc- 
ing early problems with their Ninja. 
“It’s either fuel or ignition. It won’t 
run clean and keeps popping on the 
banking,” said Phillips. The fuel fil- 
ter was removed and Phillips went 
back out. 

By lap 16, the Stockline Racing/ 
Suzuki of Palm Beach/Chuck’s Auto 
Machine/Blum Hardware/Stockline 
Distributors GS1150 Suzuki ridden 
by Chuck Quenzler, Mike Murphy 
and William Beesch was on the move 
and held second over Team 16. Shorts 
had the Moto-Guzzi working and 
was cutting his way through the pack 
tochallenge the front-runners as well. 
The Metzeler/Parts Unlimited/North- 
ridge Yamaha FJ1100 entry of Doug 
Cross and Ralph Johnson Jr., which 
started in 50th spot and passed 39 
bikes on the first lap, moved into 
fourth. 

Trouble struck the Quester-Sullivan 
entry when the clutch went out. “I 
was running great, I hit 10,000 rpm 
on the tach and then an instant 
11,000 and that was it,” said Mike 
Harlow. “I coasted into turn two and 
parked it.” 

Shorts was making up a second per 
lap on the leading Ontario Honda 
just before Ashmead came into the 
pits and found heavy congestion due 
to the number of bikes. Just before 
Ashmead pitted, the team next to the 
Ontario pits overshot their pit area 
and ended up in the Ontario pits. 
When Ashmead came in, he too over- 
shot his pits and had to be pushed 
back into the Ontario area. 

“It’s pretty hairy out there because 
you come up on the smaller bikes at 
such a great speed,” said Ashmead. 
“A lot of these guys have never been 
here before, and it’s hard to learn the 
track.” 

Moto-Guzzi’s Shorts continued to 
close the gap as Ontario's Miller 
began to work up to speed. On lap 29, 
the difference between the Moto-Guzzi 
and the Honda was 10 seconds, but by 
lap 32 it was down to four seconds. 
On the next lap, Shorts passed the 
Honda entering turn one to take the 
lead. Schwantz and Steve Nardiello 
had the Team 16 RZ500 in third, 
while Mitch Marqui, riding with 
Jeff Farmer, held fourth on the Team 
Cycle Riders Yamaha FZ750. 

On lap 36, leader Shorts pitted for 
fuel and turned the Guzzi over the 
Smrz. With the stop taking 17 seconds, 
Smrz re-entered the race in second. 

An error in scoring showed Team 
16 down a lap. “I think they missed 








us on lap 24, because they’re showing 
someone else in third. I know we're 
right up there,” said team captain 
Gene Burgess. 

On lap 48, Miller brought the 
Honda into the pits and the team 
began to look at the front brakes; the 
discs had metal deposited on them 
from the backing plates of the worn- 
out pads. Perry began to replace the 
pads with Ashmead ready to take over 
for Miller. “When we lost the front 
brakes things just got worse. Guzzi 
caught up with us due to the brakes. 
They would grab and you would 
pump and pump and get nothing. 
We're lucky we sull have a bike,” said 
Miller. Ashmead moved out on the 
Honda, but far off the pace. 

The Northridge Yamaha entry 
moved into second as the Guzzi, with 
Smrz aboard, began to build a lead. 

Ashmead came back in the pits on 
lap 53. “We're losing the brakes 
again,” said Ashmead. Perry sent 
Ashmead back out only to have Ash- 
mead return two laps later to take on 
fuel and replace the pads. With smoke 
pouring from the front calipers, it 
was decided to retire the Honda. 

Smrz was turning laps in the 2- 
minute, 13-second range and had a 60- 
second lead on Northridge. Team Up 
was leading the GTU class with 
Georgia riders — and former dirt 
trackers — Greg Tysor and Doug 
Whelan on a Yamaha FJ600 leading 
the Double Down Racing FJ600 of 
Californians Henry Tecza and Nigel 
Gale. By lap 63, Smrz held a nearly- 
two-minute lead on Northridge. 

Smrz continued his relentless pace 
to take the checkered flag on the 
Moto-Guzzi of North America/Metze- 
ler/Bell/Moto-Guzzi National Own- 
ers Club/Parts Unlimited/Koni/ 
NHIF/Mobil Oil-sponsored LeMans 
with nearly three-quarters of a lap up 
on second place Northridge. 

The GTU division win went to 
Team Up over Double Down in a 
good battle. 

Dr. John’s Team Moto-Guzzi, 
Northridge, and Team Coconuts roll- 
ed into victory circle, but a protest by 
Team 16 and the discovery of a scor- 
ing error dropped the Coconuts entry 
of Glenn Barry, Joe McKay and Rick 
Miller to fifth with Team 16 taking 
third and Orlando Cycle Riders 
fourth. e

Moran captures 
final in England

BRADFORD, ENGLAND, JULY 14 


Super showman Shawn Moran put himself 
among the front runners for the 1985 Speed- 
way title at Odsal Stadium in Bradford with 


an impressive victory in 


the championship here in Eng- 
land. 

Moran, who rides for Shef- 
field in the British League, 
stormed to four immaculate wins 
before dropping his only point in his 
final race when he was outgated by 
young English rider Kelvin Tatum. 
Up to that point, Moran looked un- 
beatable. He was fast from the tapes, 
rode a perfect line and when he was 
headed into the turn he showed he 
had the control and speed to battle 
his way through from behind; as he 
did when he clashed with fellow 
American John Cook in the third race. 

The two diced for the lead right to 
the last corner when Moran found 
the extra power he needed to beat 
Cook to the line. The only other man 
to match the 23-year-old Moran, 
whose home is in Lakewood, Cali- 
fornia, was England’s number one, 
King Kenny Carter. It was Carter that 
was involved in that explosive en- 
counter with Bruce Penhall in the 
Los Angeles final three years ago. 
Carter was well beaten by Moran in 
the opening heat when the Califor- 
nian broke through the one minute 
barrier to set a new four-lap record of 
59.4 seconds on the track where the 
championship final will be held on 
August 31. Carter, however, bounced 
back to string together four succes- 
sive race wins and when Moran 
dropped his point to Tatum it meant 
that he and Carter had tied for first 
place in the scorechart; both had 
earned 14 points. 

It set the stage for a spectacular 
run-off to decide the Overseas crown 
and bring down the curtain on a 





the overseas round of 


meeting which had been packed with 
incident, excitement and superb 
speedway racing. Moran won the toss 
and suprisingly chose to take the 
outside lane and it seemed he might 
have made a mistake when Carter 
beat him into the first turn. But Mo- 
ran showed his brilliance with a per- 
fect turn, switching to the inside and 
leaving Carter on the back straight. 
The tigerish Yorkshireman, who 
won the British final a few weeks 
earlier, tried to come back and stuck 
close to Moran’s rear wheel, but he 
was relying on his rival to make a slip 
that never came. Moran crossed the 
finish line with a bikelength to spare. 

Moran headed a list of 10 qualifiers 
who now go to Vetlanda, Sweden on 
August 3 when they link up with six 
Scandanavian contenders, including 
the reigning World Champion, Den- 
mark’s Erik Gundersen. From Ve- 
tlanda the top 11 scorers and the five 
qualifiers from the Eastern Euro- 
pean bloc will return to Odsal to 
decide the World Championship, 
and on his performance in the Over- 
seas round Moran must rank as one 
of the favorites. 

Fellow Californian Lance King, 
who won the Overseas stage last year 
and went on to take thrid place in the 
World Final in Gothenburg, was 
also impressive. King has opted to 
race at home this year instead of com- 
peting in the British League and 
admitted he thought his absence 
from the top competition in England 
may have taken some of the sharp- 
ness from his racing. 

Itshowed in the first heat when he 
lined up with Moran, Carter and 
Andy Smith. King was never in con- 





tention after making a hash of the 
start. It was enough to upset any 
rider, but the 21-year-old King kept 
his cool. He switched to another ma- 
chine, shrugged off the setback and 
went on to win his other four races in 
fine style. 

King proved his grit and determi- 
nation in his third outing when he 
made another poor start and had to 
force his way past Sam Ermolenko 
and John Davis, and again in the 
following race when he fought a 
wheel-to-wheel battle with Tatum. 
His 12 point total gave him the third 
place on the rostrum and although 
on this occasion he had to give way to 
Moran and Carter, he could give 
them a few problems when the action 
returns to Odsal. 

Four of the five American contend- 
ers successfully negotiated the hurdle 
to get amoung the qualifiers for 
Sweden. National Champion John 
Cook had mechanical problems with 
his Weslake and won only one of his 
five rides but his overall eight-point 
total was enough to see him safely 
through. Ermolenko faded badly 
aferr taking five points from his first 
two races, but he still managed ninth 
spot on the qualifying list. Like 
King, Ermolenko is missing the hot 
competition of the British League 
which kept him keyed up last season. 

The odd man out was Rick Miller 
who is riding in England with Cov- 
entry. It was the first time Miller had 
got past the American qualifying 
round and the occasion was just too 
much for him. He could not shake off 
his pre-match nerves and his five 
races brought him only one point. 

The biggest shock, however, was 
the elimination of England’s Les 
Collins who was second in the Los 
Angeles World Final in 1982. He 
failed to pick up a point in five pa- 
thetic outings. His younger brother 
Neil also missed out, but the third 
member of the Collins clan, Phil, 
whose brother Peter, the 1976 World 
Champion, was acting as his me- 
chanic, kept the family flag flying by 
beating Chris Morton ina run-off for 
the last qualifying place. e

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Factory Can-Am rider Jimmy Ellis 
claimed both motos before 50,000 
fans to win the Fourth Annual Oly 
Superbowl of Motocross in Los An- 
geles, California. Ellis closed the 
door on Zdnek Velky in the last lap of 
the first moto, but during the second 
moto Velky faded back to eighth 
place, leaving Ellis to battle with 
Jimmy Weinert. Ellis and Weinert 
pulled a 30-second lead on the field, 
but Weinert’s bid for victory fell 
short, leaving him with second over- 
all. Gaylon Mosier rode his Maico to 
the overall in the 500cc National, 
followed by Tommy Croft aboard a 
Honda. 


But that wasn’t the only action at the 
Superbowl. During practice, some 
kid grabbed Teri Kezar’s bike and 
rode it out onto the track. He crashed 
before officials could get him off the 
bike, breaking the frame and the 
transmission in the process. The kid 
was apprehended by the police, but 
later released because “there were no 
charges to hold him on.” 


Terry Tiernan had left Yamaha to 
join Norton-Triumph, and was in- 
terviewed for comments about the 
future of the British machines. 
“True, the older models are due for 
updates,” said Tiernan, “However, 
the engineers haven’t been drinking 
tea for the last five years; they’ve been 
designing engines. We haven't seen 
them in this market because they’ve 
been waiting until they knew they 
could really sell them in this market. 
The whole industry is just waiting 
for us to fall flat on our faces. . . we’re 
not going to.” 


Mile racing returned to Sacramento, 
California, and Gary Scott took the 
checkers in the Expert main, fol- 
lowed by Rex Beauchamp and Ya- 
maha-mounted Chuck Palmgren. 
Frankie Adamo rode to a stunning 
come-from-behind photo-finish in 
the Junior main, edging out Steve 
Eklund and third-place Dan 
McWhorter. 


Phil Read, reigning 500cc World 
Champion, won the Belgian Grand 
Prix and moved to a 12-point lead in 
the season point standings. Giacomo 
Agostini retired on the sixth lap with 
a leaky water pump, and Barry 
Sheene dropped out on the 11th lap, 
handing Read an easy victory. 
Johnny Cecotto took his Yamaha to 
the checkers in the 250cc event, ahead 
of Michel Rougerie and Walter Villa.

Don Greene’s GP debut 


AMA Formula Two Champion Don 
Greene made his grand prix debut at 
Spa on his Eurocycles 250 Honda. It 
was a ride organized by his sponsors 
as tryout prior to a possible full sea- 
son in Europe for 1986. His engine 
was specially tuned for the occasion 
by Jon D’Holda and with a set of 
works header pipes that excluded the 
normal ATAC exhaust system; Greene 
reported that his machine ran much 
better than it had previously in the 
U.S. “I can’t wait to get back to La- 
guna because my bike is now so 
much better and I think that it will 
match the MacLean machines and 
give me a chance of beating Richy 
Schlachter and Wayne Rainey. I am 
just glad to have qualified for the GP

place. It has given me a good idea 
what we need to come back next year. 
I would like to stick with a Honda 
but we don’t know what bikes will be 
available so it depends on that.”

The twin, which is half of the V- 
four with the same 54 x 54mm bore 
and stroke has the water pump and 
ATAC drive on the right hand side of 
the engine. Both of them and the 
clutch are driven off a gear on the end 
of the crank. On the left hand end of 
the crank is the ignition rotor. The 
single-casting, twin-choke carbs 
breathe into the crankcases direct 
through reed valves situated on the 
top of the gearbox. 


New Yamahas 


Both Martin Wimmer and Carlos 
Lavado received new works TZ250 


. Yamahas at Assen. The main feature 


was the new twin-spar aluminum 
frame that looks very much like a 
small verison of the YZR500 and used 
the same suspension system with a 
vertical unit in front of the rear wheel 
and linkages connecting its lower 
end to the swingarm. 

The engines were different as well, 
featuring new cylinders made espe- 
cially for the 250 instead of those pre- 
viously used by Wimmer and Lavado 
which were from the 500 develop- 
ment and did not fit the crankcases 
neatly.

Lawson no to rumors 

The rumors concerning various 
factory riders changing teams for 
next season have started early this 
year. Several European papers have 
carried stories about Eddie Lawson 
leaving Yamaha to ride for Suzuki. In 
one paper it was to join Sito Pons in 





the HB team and in another to be 
with Rob McEInea on the green-and- 
white Skoal Bandit machines. 

His association with Pons appeared 
in a story that had his signature on 
the bottom but even that was easily 
explained. “There is no truth in any 
story about more riding for Suzuki. I 
might ride one, I might ride anything 
but I have not talked to anyone about 
it yet. I don’t mind talking. Talk 
costs nothing but I haven’t spoken to 
anyone. I signed a piece of paper that 
these Spanish guys put in front of me 
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like asking for my autograph and 
they asked me if I would ride with 
Sito Pons. Well, sure, I would team 
with most people, but the next thing 
I know it appears in print as though 
everything is going to happen, which 
is B.S. I have no idea what I will be 
doing next season. 


White Power for McElnea 

Rob McElnea’s Skoal Bandit Suzuki 
needs more power but at Spa they did 
get some exciting new front suspen- 
sion. The Dutch shock absorber com- 
pany White Power have produced 
some upsidedown front forks with 
the larger diameter tubes on top and 
the narrower chrome plated inners 
on the bottom. 

The style of fork has already found 
favor in motocross and the idea is 
that the large diameter tubes at the 
top make them very stiff and the 
tubes have much longer over-lapping 
bearing area so that forks can slide 
better with less stiction. 


McElnea raced with the forks, even 
though they were only prototypes, 
fitted at Spa for the first time saying 
that the bike was much more stable 
under heavy braking. As prototypes 
they were not built with the exotic 
materials used in the Kayabas they 
replaced but still they only weigh 70 
grams per leg more. The Kayabas 
have cast magnesium sliders and car- 
bon-fiber-lined steel tubes. The White 
Power weight will come down as bet- 
ter materials are used now that the 
principle has been proved. 


One extra advantage McElnea 
found was that the brakes worked 
much better once he was forced to get 
rid of the hydraulic anti-dive system 
using the new forks. “There is just 
more braking pressure applied to the 
caliper instead of some lost to operate 
the valves in the forks. With that and 
the stiffer forks the braking is much 
better,” said McEInea. 


Spa surface 

The Spa resurfacing worked up to 
a point at least. After the track broke 
up causing the Formula One car GP 
to be abandoned the track was com- 
pletely resurfaced at the Belgian gov- 
ernment’s expense just in time for the 
motorcycle GP. 


The initial reaction to the surface 
was not good, as Ron Haslam said 
after the first session. “It is terrible, 
they have put bumps in where there 
didn’t used to be any and the back end 
is chopping all over the place. It is so 
bad that you cannot tell if the back 
end is sliding or bouncing off the 
road.” 

At first the track seemed to be 
breaking up as well and there wre a 
lot of loose stones about. This did not 
get worse though and as time went on 
less stones appeared and the track 
was swept every day. The heat of the 
sun was bringing oil patches to the 
surface but cooler weather stopped 
that and though the track was slippery 
and unpredictable in the wet no one 
suggested that the races should not be 





held after all the work that had gone 
into the track. 


Kawasaki comeback 

Rumors have started about a Kawa- 
saki return to the 250cc class and their 
ex-works star Kork Ballington has 
been linked with the return. It seems 
that they have certainly looked at sev- 
eral design proposals put forward by 
their engineers though no prototypes 
have been tested. 

Ballington was fully race fit and 
keen at the beginning of the season 
when he was due to join the Roberts 
250cc team which never transpired 
but finding a rider will be only a 
small part of the problem as a good 
number of the Kawasaki race design- 
ers, builders and mechanics were 
signed up by Honda when the green 
team was disbanded. 


Nieto out of luck 

Angel Nieto returned to racing in 
Holland on the 80cc Derbi but stopped 
on the second lap of the race when the 
carburetion was so far out that the 
engine would not run. 

The 13-times World Champion has 
been completely out of luck this sea- 
son. After winning the 125cc cham- 
pionship yet again for Garelli last 
year he agreed to ride their new 250 
disc-valve twin in 1985. 

He started the season still suffering 
from a broken wrist he sustained at 
the end of ’84 and could not do justice 
to the Garelli. He stopped riding it 
and it rather looked as though he 
would slip into retirement but then 
he appeared again at Assen. 

There he stated that he is still after 
the record 16 World Championships 
even though he realizes that he can- 
not add one this season. He will ride 
the 80cc machine for the rest of the 
season and cannot ride in the 125cc 
class because his contract with Garelli 
precludes it. That contract ends at the 
end of the season and there are strong 
rumors that Derbi will build a 125 for 
’86 so that he can attack both the 80cc 
and 125cc championships. He showed 
that he has lost none of his riding 
skills by qualifying fourth but the 
bike stopped early in the race. 


Pernod out but Balde continues 

The 250cc Pernod will be seen no 
more as the French drinks company 
has decided to cut their losses and 
pour no more money into the project 
that only won them one Grand Prix. 

Jean Francois Balde, their number 
one rider, will continue to race under 
Pernod colors but using one of the 
TZ250 Yamahas that Christian Sar- 
ron used to win the championship 
last season. The bike has been bought 
from Serge Rosset, last year the boss 
of the Sonauto Gauloises team, and 
Balde will race it at Spa. 

The French ace will also have the 
use of a Yamaha-engined Chevallier 
as a development machine and while 
spectating at Assen he said that he 
also wanted to compete in 1986. “I 
have five races left to convince Per- 
nod that is worth backing me in a 
team next season.” e

Beneath the skin of the 
Austrian half-liter

We’ve often wondered just how many 
motocross/off-road riders use — really use 
— every morsel of power available in their 
500cc mills. We know motocrossers David 


Bailey and Broc Glover must 
come very close; enduro pilots 
Terry Cunningham and Kevin 
Hines would be right in there, 
too; and certainly, desert racers Dan 
Smith and Dan Ashcraft would be 
likely candidates. And surprisingly, 
it’s not uncommon for one of these 


riders to ask for more — more torque,, 


more horsepower, more speed, more 
everything. 

Strangely enough, development 
engineers go back to their drawing 
boards and come back with more — 
and less. While at the same time 
increasing torque, useable power, etc., 
the resulting power plant is often 
lighter in weight, slimmer and 
trimmer than its predecessor. This is 
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true not only in the exotic “works” 
motors, but also in the same engines 
in the bikes we buy rightoff the show- 
room floor. Such is the case with the 
liquid-cooled motor in the 1985 KTM 
500MX and MXC models, a totally 
new power plant from the Austrian 
manufacturer which is a replacement 
for the air-cooled engine which graced 
their 495 models of the past few years. 

Prior to 1985, there were no 500cc 
water-cooled motocross or off-road 
bikes on the market (the largest water- 
cooled dirt bike available before '85 
was the '84 Husky 400WR enduro). 
KTM has neither won nor lost the 
battle to bring the first full 500cc 
liquid-cooler to the marketplace: 
Honda, Husky, Kawasaki and M- 
Star also have ’85 models of that de- 
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scripuon. 

The KTM 500MX does have one 
claim to fame, however: it has the 
lowest dry weight of the bunch at 
218.3 pounds. Next comes the Kawa- 
saki KX500 (220.5), then the Honda 
CR500R (223.8), the Husky 500CR 
(224) and the M-Star GM500 (233). 
Thanks to a severe weight reduction 
program in the engine department, 
the total 500MX package weighs 
nearly 17 pounds less than the 495MX 
it replaced. 

What makes this new wave of 
engines tick? What better way to find 
out than to do a complete engine tear- 
down, and since we hada KTM at our 
disposal, the motor came out of the 
frame and went “under the wrench.” 

The man behind the wrenches was 
Barry Higgins of H&H KTM in Mable- 
ton, Georgia — and the engine we 
used for dissection was far from fac- 
tory fresh. The mill had already spent 
nearly 2000 miles in the hands of 
Higgins under motocross, enduro and 
hare scrambles conditions. 

While we disassembled the engine 
from a 500MX, everything we'll say 
also goes for the 500MXC (enduro) 
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The very small and narrow engine 
cases make for a slim profile.

version since the two motors are iden- 
tical, part for part. The only differ- 
ence is the addition of a lighting coil 
to the ignition system on the MXC. 
As we lifted the engine out of the 
frame and onto the work bench, the 
first things we noticed were the light 
weight and extreme overall compact- 
ness. Amazingly, the 500 engine (sans

radiators but including the carburetor, 
kickstarter and shifter) tips the scales 
at 58.4 pounds — 17.6 pounds less 
than the 495 model — thanks to 
weight cutting measures throughout 
the engine. 

KTM has continued to shrink the 
cases with each new engine genera- 
tion, and the 500 has taken the prac- 


tice to new heights. The cases are ever 
so compact and hold a meager 500cc 
of oil (the 495 model had a capacity of 
1400cc); there is virtually no wasted 
space inside this engine. 

The weight saving theme continues 
on the outside of the engine as well. 
The folding shift lever is cast alumi- 
num; the ignition cover is plastic; 








and the carburetor is a 40mm Bing 
with a magnesium body (which is 
lighter than the customary aluminum) 
and a plastic float bowl. 

The fully water-jacketed cylinder 
and head are sand cast aluminum 


and have the rough “works” appear- 
ance. The center cases are die-cast 
aluminum with a smooth exterior 











finish. KTM could've saved a few 
more ounces here had they stayed 
with the magnesium used on the 495, 
but as it stands the aluminum cases 
on the 500 still weigh less due to their 
smaller proportions. 

The only major magnesium part is 
the die-cast clutch cover, which is fin- 
ished with an aluminum paint to 
approximate the color of the rest of 
the engine. The 495 had an alumi- 
num clutch cover. 

The finless cylinder as well as the 
head have an unusual octagonal cross 
section, and their relatively compact 
dimensions belie the size of the forged 
aluminum piston which lives inside. 
The 500 (actually 485cc).has a slightly 
smaller 89mm bore and longer 78mm 
stroke than the 495, which measured 
92.5mm x 74mm. 

The 500 piston has an oval-shaped 
intake port nearly identical to that of 
the 495, but the 500 has a full-length 
skirt on the intake side while the 495 
was partially cut away. Either piston 
would make a reasonable coffee mug 
with the addition of a handle due to 
their nearly-four-inch diameters. 

KTM has gone to a Nikasil bore in 
the 500 in lieu of the heavy steel liner 
of the 495. Nikasil, a combination of 
nickel and silicone carbide, is applied 
directly to the aluminum walls of the 
cylinder by an electroplating process, 
and the result is a much lighter 
cylinder. 

The cylinders are cast at KTM’s 
manufacturing plant in Mattighofen, 
Austria, then shipped to major Euro- 
pean engine component manufac- 
turer, Mahle, in Stuttgart, West Ger- 
many, where they are electrocoated 
with Nikasil then diamond honed. 
Mahle also supplies the pistons. 

According to KTM engineers, the 
Nikasil bore offers a more even heat 
transfer rate than either steel or 
chrome bores. And since nickel is 
more porous than chrome ikas 
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The 500 piston (left) has a full-length skirt, while the 
unit from the ‘84 495MX (right) has a cutaway skirt. 


The crank has full-circle flywheels, while the forged 
connecting rod is seated in needle bearings: 


bore also has better oil retention 
properties. The silicone carbide is 
applied in specks to reduce the wear 
factor. 

Like a chrome cylinder, Nikasil 
can't be bored. The Nikasil bore, 
however, can be resurfaced by Mahle 
in Germany — a less costly alternative 
to buying a new cylinder. To reduce 
the turnaround time for U.S. riders, 
Mahle is expected to open a resurfac- 
ing facility in the New England area. 

Honing to alleviate minor cylinder 
damage is also out of the question, 
since the pores in the nickel surface 
tend to retain debris (such as sand) 
and the hone will only expose more 
of the silicone carbide specks — 
increasing the wear factor. KTM 
recommends immersing the cylinder 
in an ultrasonic tank, which will 
unclog the pores and make the cylin- 
der serviceable once again. Ultrasonic 
cleaners are filled with a special fluid 
and utilize sound waves; jewelers 
commonly use them for cleaning 
diamond rings, etc. 

On the intake side of the cylinder is 
a cast-in, slightly-angled reed block 
which is probably more\ cavernous 
than that of any other dirt bike. It 
houses an equally-massive eight-petal 
reed valve system (with single-stage 
fiberglass petals). The passageway 
opens to the cylinder via a bridged 
intake port and a pair of small boost 
ports which originate in the ceiling 
of the reed block. The rest of the port- 
ing is quite conventional: six transfers 
and a large center exhaust port. 
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bikes with an eight-bolt cylinder head 


(six is average), and the cap screws are 


made from high-tensile-strength steel. 
Even more unusual is the head gasket, 
which is very thin and made from 
white paper. And the gasket, which is 
less than \ inch wide, is located at the 
very perimeter of the mating surface; 
the rest of the cylinder/head contact 
area is metal-to-metal with a super- 
smooth surface finish. Most water- 
cooled two-strokes make use of either 
an O-ring or conventional gasket 
between the water jacket and bore. 

KTM engines also depart from the 
norm in the base gasket department. 
The deck height — the distance from 
the top of the piston (measured at the 
perimeter of the piston at top dead 
center) to the “deck” (the top of the 
cylinder wall) — must be in the range 
of 0.9 to 1.1mm. To allow for minute 
differences in cylinders, gaskets and 
pistons, the base gaskets for the 500 
come in thicknesses of 0.2, 0.3 and 
0.4mm. 

The deck height is measured with 
the gasket in place and after the four 
bolts on the base of the cylinder have 
been tightened (the best tool for 
measuring is a vernier caliper with 
an integral depth gauge). If the mea- 
surement isn’t up to specs, the gasket 
has to be changed to bring things in 
line. 

The cylinder and head have eight 
main vertical water passageways, and 
the three which serve the exhaust 
port area are bridged as they open 
into the head. The 1.5 quart of coolant

is circulated through the system by a 
very simple plastic impeller, which is 
driven off the left end of the crank- 
shaft (and always turns the same 
direction as the rear wheel). 

The coolest water (which flows out 
of the bottom of the left radiator) is 
routed into the clutch cover and to 
the impeller. As it spins, the impeller 
pumps the water through a hose to 
the hottest area first — the exhaust 
port. From there, the water flows up

through the cylinder, passes through 
the head, then is routed out the spout 
at the top. At its highest temperature 
as it exits the head, the water is then 
pumped back to the radiators to repeat 
the cycle. 

The crankshaft itself follows cur- 
rent practice for a 500cc two-stroke 
single with full-circle flywheels, and 
has the customary roller bearings at 
each end. The bearing locators, how- 
ever, are low-friction plastic instead 
of the usual bronze. The locators in 
our motor showed no signs of break- 
ing down even after 2000 miles. 

The ignition system, a basic CDI 
unit, comes from Motoplat and resides 
on the left end of the crankshaft. The 
ignition coil is mounted to the frame. 

Operated by an external lever lo- 
cated just ahead of the countershaft 
sprocket, the clutch has nine sintered 
bronze friction plates rather than the 
more common fiber plates. The basket 
is cast aluminum and rides in needle 
bearings. 

The trend in 500cc motors of late 
has been to go to a four-speed trans- 
mission, but all KTM 500s shipped to 
the U.S. have five speeds. A four- 
speed version is available in Europe, 
however. Both versions share the same 
relatively short shafts and beefy gears, 
and the result is still a very compact 
cluster. The European version has a 
spacer in place of first gear on the 
driver shaft. 

The shifting mechanism, three 
shifting forks and drum hold no sur- 
prises, but the KTM does have an 
extremely short shifter shaft (approx- 
imately three inches). Since the coun- 
tershaft exits the engine on the right 
(just the opposite of the Japanese 
way of doing things), the shifting 
mechanism is nestled into the left 
side of the cases and KTM can get 
away witha lighter, abbreviated shaft. 

By relocating the kickstarter assem- 
bly to the top of the cases on the left 
side (instead of on the bottom left as 
on the 495), KTM was able to slim 
down the cases even more while at the 
same time saving weight. They opted 
for a heavy forged steel kickstarter 
instead of the lighter aluminum units 
which are filtering into the market, 
and considering the healthy kick 
required to start the motor, it was 
probably a wise choice. 

So there you have it: the KTM 
500MX engine exposed. Overall, we 
were impressed with the ease in which 
the motor came apart, and how easily 
it went back together — all without 
the need for $1000 in special engine 
tools. The people at KTM should be 
proud of their creation: they’ve proven 
simplicity still has a place among 
state-of-the-art design, high technol- 
ogy and the race for less weight. ©

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500cc MX World Championship Series: 
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Malherbe, Thorpe duel 
in British GP

FARLEIGH CASTLE, ENGLAND, JULY 14 

Overcast skies and overall victory for defend- 
ing World Champion Andre Malherbe 
couldn’t dampen the spirits of 21,000 British 
spectators at Farleigh Castle on Sunday as 


Brit David Thorpe produced 
two epic rides to maintain his 
15 point advantage in the 
World Championship point 


standings. 

Having beaten Malherbe after a 
race-long duel in moto one, Thorpe 
had to be content with a reversal of 
the placings in moto two, thus giving

the GP to Malherbe, but Thorpe 
went home both the moral and psych- 
ological winner. 

Millions of TV viewers joined the 
Farleigh faithful in experiencing live 
the ride of a lifetime which saw the 
British champ taken down in the first 
turn at the start of the second moto, 
remount with the pack gone and, on 
a track where passing is supposed to 
be next toimpossible, power past the 
entire field, including Malherbe, to 
take the lead within four laps. Nine 
minutes from last to first! 

Dampened by a shower immediate- 
ly before the start, the track was 
incredibly slippery but that didn’t 
slow Thorpe: “I know I have to get to 
the front and stay if I’m going to win 
the title. I think I was sideways most 
of the time.” 

Even his rivals had to pay tribute to 
Thorpe’s performance. Georges Jobe, 
bitterly disappointed with his early 
departure from moto one with a 
broken gearbox, had to cope with a 
much changed as well as slippery 
track, but graciously admitted at the 
close, “The rest of us were just find- 
ing our way round as David flew 
past. Unbelievable. Today he was so 
good.” 

The effort was bound to take its 
toll, however, and Malherbe took the 
lead after 30 minutes to receive the 
checkered flag first at the end of a 
titanic battle in which Thorpe twice 
momentarily got his nose back in 
front again and he only gave up hope 
of the win after a last ditch effort at a 
hairpin turn on the final lap came to 
naught. 

“Td rather have been 21 points in 
front,” said Thorpe, “but after that 
start, I've got to be happy with what 
I've got.” 

It seemed an eternity after the tive 
second board in race one was dis- 
played before the gate dropped and 
Michele Magarotto and Watson un- 
leashed the power of their Kawasakis 
to take the lead. 

Tony Riddell ws soon picking him- 
self up after being. chopped on the 





first turn as were Willie Simpson, 
Chris Maindonald and Rob Andrews 
after tangling on the approach to 
the Bridge, and Andre Vromans and 
Werner Siegle at the bottom of the 
big hill. 

Honda’s Malherbe took third from 
Mervyn Anstie up. the hill, second 
from Watson at the bottom of the 
next descent and the lead from Maga- 
rotto before sweeping back into the 
main arena. 

Several places further back at the 
start, Honda’s Thorpe was fourth by 
the end of the lap but had even dis- 
placed the champion as they com- 
pleted lap two. 

Jobe was also past his Kawasaki 
teammates for third on lap three but 
it never showed on the lap charts as 
gearbox troubles eliminated him 
before the completion of the lap. 

With Erik Geboers already recover- 
ing from the first of two falls, which, 
together with two delays as he stalled, 
made it a topsy-turvy race for the Bel- 
gian, all challenge to the two title 
candidates was gone but what a race 
they produced. 

“Andre is the most difficult rider in 
the world to shake off. He is so good 
at learning lines from you quickly 
and during the race I couldn't help 
thinking about Holland, when he 
got by me near the end,” said Thorpe. 
“I had saved enough energy to go 
again if he got too close but in the end 
it wasn’t necessary.” 

In fact, Malherbe got into a wobble 
in the woods with one-and-a-half 
laps to go and, seeing Thorpe disap- 
pearing into the distance, gave up 
hope. He had no need to worry about 
any opposition because, despite al 
magnificent ride, Magarotto was ové 
a minute behind. 

Yamaha's hopes of a placing wer 
dented when Leif Persson was take 
out badly by Jaak Van Velthoven o 
the approach to the Bridge after fou 
laps. 

Eye witnesses described the assaul 
on the Swede as brutal, the midship 
attack leaving him with a very sor 





right thigh — “the one I broke in 
Scheveningen” — a gear change bent 
through 90°, a bent frame, cooling fins 
snapped off the engine, and clutch and 
brake levers hanging off. 

With the Husqvarnas and Honda- 
mounted Geboers always well back it 
was left to the KTM riders to chase 
the third and fourth placed Kawasaki 
riders. Danny Chandler was the first 
to make a move but could never dis- 
place Watson even before Nicoll got 
past when he made a mistake. 

Two laps later a back marker took 
Magoo out on the hill and it was only 
a brave effort which saw him even 
start race two, the American being in 
great pain as the crash aggravated his 
shoulder injury. 

Taking advantage of the early sort 
out to move up from a first-lap 10th, 
Nicoll then spent almost the rest of the 
race following Watson. 

“It’s next to impossible to pass 
round here. My one good line for 
overtaking was up the hill and David 
was using that too. If he hadn’t made 
a slip near the end I'd still be behind 
him,” said Nicoll. 

Watson had lost the front wheel 
when he clipped a post with the bars 
at a time when he had designs on 
Magarotto’s third place and Nicoll’s 
efforts to take it also failed despite a 
last ditch effort. 

Spectators didn’t know where to look 
in the opening minutes of the second 
moto as Thorpe blazed through from 
the back and Watson relived memo- 
ries of the 1980 Motocross des 
Nations by leading Malherbe for 
two-and-a-half laps. 

The first turn incident had started 
when Persson — “I was still angry 
about race one and forgot about the 
wet grass in the excitement of mak- 
ing the start” — went down in front 
of the pack. 

Malherbe and Thorpe both got 
round him but Brit Mervyn Anstie 
was right behind the Swede and could 
not avoid launching into the air 
straight into Thorpe. Anstie was 
soon out as Thorpe forced back but 
Watson was flying at the front. 

Of Watson’s rivals in the points 
chase, Chandler went out early, as 
expected, while Magarotto had to 
pull in after injuring his left leg at 
the first turn while Vromans and Jo 
Martens were both well behind in 
their battle for eighth against Kurt 
Ljungqvist, who was once again very 
impressive. 

But the man of the race was 
Thorpe! Malherbe’s first signal from 
wife Sabine gave Thorpe’s position 
through the gap in the hedge as 20 
seconds but at the end of lap one he 
was already 14th. After one-and-a- 
nalf laps he was eighth and on the 
hird visit to the hill he was fourth 
hind Jobe. By the end of that lap 
Thorpe was after Malherbe and next 
ime round in the lead. 

Long before the end of their titanic 
truggle, made even hairier when a 
foungster ran across their path and 
tumbled in mid-track, both were 
ery tired, but at such a pace it was no 
urprise. Once could sympathize 
vith Jobe who had been so keen to 
how well but could never settle to a 
hythm, on a track much changed 
rom earlier in the day, and he was 
early two minutes behind at the finish.

Vance delivers at 
Englishtown drags

ENGLISHTOWN, NJ, JULY 13-14 


Terry Vance made it tw 


o Pro Stock wins ina 


row as he came home with the final round 
victory over John Mafaro in the NHRA- 
hosted drags during their 16th Annual 


Summernationals at Raceway 
Park. The all-Suzuki final saw 
Vance, via his slowest run of 
the meet, take the win by default 
when Mafaro was disqualified for 
crossing the centerline on’ the track. 
Vance’s winning time was 8.499 
seconds at 155.54 mph. 

With a slight crosswind which 
would eventually die off by the last 
round of qualifying on Saturday 
evening, the fans. were privy to the 
quickest time ever recorded on a Pro 
Stocker anda very strong field. Vance, 
on the U.S. Suzuki/Vance & Hines- 
sponsored Suzuki, opened the bid- 
ding in the first round of qualifying 
for the top spot with an 8.30 run. 
This put him a full .12 ahead of 
Randy Mason and the rest of the 
field. Italso set the tone for the rest of 
the day. 

The second round brought disap- 
pointment to many as the field actu- 
ally slowed while Vance pulled an 
8.264/159.17 out of his hat and 
eclipsed the old NMRA record. 

The crosswind began to diminish 
as the last round of qualifying took 
place. When it was over, Vance had 
produced a record-breaking 8.232/ 
159.40. To put this in perspective, the 
NMRA B/Gas record for motorcycles 
of similar displacement and about 70 
pounds lighter is 8.24. 

Steve Miles, aboard the M&M Rac- 
ing Kawasaki, dropped into second 
with an 8.32/156.95 to become only 
the second person to drop below 8.33 
on a Pro Stocker. Third went to 
Kawasaki rider Randy Mason with 
an 8.377/157.67. It was the first time 
the three top qualifiers at a National 
came in under 8.40. ; 

The crosswind that had so politely 
disappeared Saturday night was back 
Sunday in the guise of a headwind 
that had the flags flying straight out 
and slowed the competition, but didn’t 
necessarily hurt it. 





The first round of eliminations 
didn’t hold many surprises, but some 
interesting things did happen. Rich 
Heater, a former sportsman rider who 
had just completed his Kawasaki at 
H&S Racing of Washington, N.J., 
met Steve Miles. When the: lights 
came down, they were out even with 
reaction times of .578 to .579, but 
when they reached the other end 
Heater had won 8.700/149.05 to Miles’ 


_8.779/149.80. 


First round action also saw Mason, 


: ‘the number three qualifier, ease out 


Dave Schultz. Schultz’ engine was 
suffering effects from a broken valve 
guide that bent two valves Saturday. 

Since only 14 bikes were entered for 
the 16-bike field, Vance got a bye run 
in the second round which he put to 
good use since he knew he would face 
Mason or Joe Folgore in the next 
round. Vance turned what would be 
the only 8.30s pass of the day and that 
gave him lane choice for the next 
round. 

The next pairing saw the 1,394cc 
Kawasaki of Mason against the Suzuki 
of Folgore. Mason was out first and 
never looked back and his 8.495/154.21 
was good enough to trailer Folgore. 
When asked about being a full two- 
tenths off his qualifying time Fol- 
gore explained, “I build these motors 
myself. I've been trying some new 
things that looked good on paper, 
but have not been panning out. I got 
my motor from last year and ran it 
yesterday and today. I think it’s just 
tiring out now.” 


Mike Keyte met newcomer Rich 
Heater in the next pdiring. Heater 
was out first with a .461 to Keyte’s 
_496 reaction and Keyte’s 8.614/151.61 
couldn’t make up the time lost at the 
start so Heater’s 8.633/150.45 was 
good enough to win. 

“I think I rejetted too rich,” said 
Keyte. “As I would inch up on Rich 
my engine would pop and I would 





slip back. I was really looking forward 
to this race because we had some 
work done to this head and with the 
carburetor I’m running we had gained 
eight horsepower on the dyno.” 

The last pair in the round was Bob 
Carpenter against the Gatornational 
winner Mafaro. Mafaro was in the 
quicker left lane, but Carpenter was 
out first. However, his 8.734/150.65 
couldn’t keep him out of the specta- 
tor stands as Mafaro’s consistency 
paid off with a 8.504/154.37. 

Mason had been coming up with 
quick reaction times all weekend and 
was hoping to catch Vance off guard 
in their semi run. “I’m usually a .530 
rider when it comes to reaction times 
but all weekend I’ve been hitting 460s 
and 480s,” said Mason. 

Mason was out first with a .467 to 
Vance’s .510, but then a jetting prob- 
lem very similar to Keyte’s left him 
down on power. His reaction time 
combined with his 8.570/153.84 
couldn't stand against Vance’s 8.431/ 
155.54. 

Heater’s Kawasaki was out first in 
the other semi, but not for long as 
Mafaro quickly caught himand was 
gone at 8.527/153.89 to Heater’s 8.606/ 
150.05. 

The final looked like it could pro- 
duce the race of the day as Mafaro, on 
his Vance & Hines/LAW-sponsored 
Suzuki, had been in“ .40s all day 
except for one .30s pass. Mafaro and 
Vance usually react very quickly so 
neither was really going to jump out 
on the other and this narrowed the 
factors down to one — lane choice. 
Vance had the left lane as he had all 
day and this would prove to be the 
key. 

As the last yellow light blinked out 
on the starting tree, both were off like 
they came out of a cannon. The reac- 
tion times were the weekend's best for 
both — Vance at .478 to Mafaro’s .480. 
Mafaro’s rear wheel began to break 
loose and while he fought to regain 
traction he began to drift to the left. 
Vance was having his own problem, 
as his Suzuki screamed through first 
gear Vance shifted and the motor 
gave that momentary hollow sound 
of an engine off the powerband, The 
transmission had gone into third 
gear and missed second and Vance 
drifted a little to the right. As Vance 
regained the power and started pull- 
ing away, Mafaro crossed the center- 
line by a couple of inches and then 
backed out of it. 

“I came out hard and apparently 
hit some oil that was on the track. I 
drifted left and crossed the centerline 
before I could get my control back,” 
said Mafaro. He was disqualified for 
crossing over into Vance’s lane. ©

Molder, Berry 
Battle to top 
Spearfish MX

SPEARFISH, SD, JULY 7 

Some 110 riders braved boiling 
temperatures Sunday to come 
out to Spearfish Raceway and 
compete in the latest Borderline 
Racing Association points-paying 
motocross race. The racers were greet- 
ed to a well-prepared track in the 
morning that turned downright dan- 
gerous in the heat of the afternoon, 
causing the track to be shortened for 
safety reasons. 

Tworiders turned the heat of the day 
into a heated battle for the overall in 
the Open Pro class as LeeVern Berry 
and Dave Molder split moto wins in 
the big bike category. Each then went 
on to take the overall top spot in the 
remaining 125 and 250cc Pro races. 
Molder came out with the better por- 
tion of the cash payback, as his win in 
the second Open Pro moto was the 
deciding factory and he went home 
with two of the three overall victories 
in the Professional ranks. 

Starting out the first 500cc Pro 
moto, Berry grabbed the holeshot 
with Lynn Hyde and Molder in tow, 
and the trio immediately set up a 
vicious fight for the front position. 
Berry powered his Perry Bicek/Rice 
Cycles Honda into the lead for the 
first few laps while Hyde stayed right 
on his rear fender. Molder went down 
trying to get around Hyde and later 
in the moto took another trip into 
the soil trying to take the lead. This 
ended any chance of re-catching the 
Berry/Hyde battle up front. Berry 
then proceeded to fend off Hyde’s 
efforts and in the latter laps pulled to 
a five second lead before the checkers 
flew giving him the moto ahead of 
Hyde, Molder and Tony Ulrich. 

Round two saw Molder grab the 
holeshot on his tired Yamaha Shop 
YZ490 while Hyde and Berry trailed 
closely. Molder soon pulled away from 
the trailing duo and left them to a 
fierce battle for the runner-up posi- 
tion. As Molder motored out front 
virtually unchallenged, Berry tried 
everything to get around Hyde butall 
to no avail. In the final lap Berry tried 
one last shot for second and the over- 
all win, but went down trying to stuff 
inside of Hyde one corner from. the 








end. Molder rolled in with the moto 
and overall with Hyde placing second 
on both counts. A dejected Berry 
picked himself up and came across 
for third ahead of Ulrich. 

Molder returned to do battle in the 
250cc and this time found Billy Stork 
the rider trying to steal his top spot. 
In round one, Molder took the hole- 
shot with Stork, Greg Hyde, Kim 
Bendigo and Curt Hyde behind. As 
Stork tried to work his way into the 
lead on the opening lap he went 
down on the shortened circuit and 
wound up dead last as the pack fin- 
ished lap one. Molder then put a 
good margin over the battle for second 
place between Greg Hyde and Ben- 
digo. Bendigo had the second spot by 
less than a bikelength while Curt 
Hyde stalked not too far behind in 
fourth. This trio fought the dust and 
each other for the entire motor, but 
neither could better his position as 
Bendigo held firm to come in well 
behind Molder for second; but just 
ahead of Greg Hyde and Curt Hyde. 
In fifth came a charging Stork, who 
slipped past Ulrich and Scott Salve- 
son in the late laps for the position. 

Round two saw Stork go through 
the first lap without any trouble to 
give Molder a serious challenge for 
the moto win. The two pulled away 
from the pack and set up their own 
race with Stork taking the lead and 
Molder holding right behind. This 
time Molder had to just make sure he 
put in a good finish and not hurt the 
motorcycle so he made sure nothing 
went wrong and kept with Stork 
until the finish. Stork took the moto 
with Molder second, but that was - 
good enough to give Molder his sec- 
ond overall win of the afternoon. Ben- 
digo fought off Curt Hyde and Greg 
Hyde, once again, this time for third 
which brought him to second overall 
ahead of Stork while Curt Hyde 
grabbed fourth ahead of Greg Hyde 
with his final moto fourth. 

Berry’s big moments came in the 
125cc Pro category where he mastered 
the course and fought off Stork in 
each moto for the overall. In round 
one Berry grabbed the holeshot with 
Clint Overman, Stork, Henry Jordon 
and Scott Ray fighting for second. 
Ray slipped into second ahead of 
Stork on the first lap then on the 
second lap took a trip over the bars, 
giving Stork second and a chance to 
try and catch Berry. Although Stork 
closed the gap somewhat on the leader, 
he was never able to seriously threaten 
Berry for the lead. Berry motored off 
with the moto comfortably ahead of 
Stork, who in turn was well ahead of 
Overman in third. In a fierce battle 
for fourth, Ray, Mark Mueller and 
Todd Willis were trading positions 
when Willis went down over a jump 
while both Mueller and Ray landed 
right on top of him. Then on the very 
next lap Mueller and Ray tangled 
with each other in mid-air and Mueller 
went down hard into his gas tank, 
splitting the tank and leaving himself 
doubled over in pain. Ray remounted 
also in great pain, but managed to 
roll across in eighth. Henry Jordon 
and Heath Goodsell picked up the 
four-five slots in the end. 

Round two saw much less crashing 
on the shortened circuit and once 
again Berry took the lead while Stork 
fought all the way, only to wind up 
second. Overman was again unable 
to keep-on the leaders’ rear fenders, 
but finished an easy third for the 
moto and overalls.

CVRG chairman Chris Quinn on 
his Wheel Works Ducati 250 was also 
closing on Neal, but a bad misfire 
late in the race slowed the Ducati. 
Not far behind Quinn was one of the 
better battles of the day. Jim Cooper 
on the now only surviving 350 (Bul- 
taco) and Michele Bisson on a bor- 
rowed Ducati 250 had been going at it 
for a number of laps with Cooper 
coming out ahead. 

Mike Green now leads the points 
with 27, Quinn with 23 and Mork 
with 15 in the overall and 250cc stand- 
ings while Dave Troetschler leading 
the 500cc class with 10 and Tom Rie- 
necker second with eight.

Moon impresses 
at exhibition RR

The two wheelers wowed ’em 
at the Evergreen State Fair- 
grounds on Saturday night as 
500 Interceptor-mounted Scott 


Moon ran away with an exhibition 
road race staged between the regular 
stock car races. 

Nineteen WMRRA members took 
advantage of an eight minute prac- 
tice session to demonstrate more 
wheelies, hanging off — and even 
stoppies — than were absolutely neces- 
sary. The motorcycles ran counter- 
clockwise on the banked %-mile oval 
plus a short dogleg, which was part 
of the figure eight in the flat infield 
section, making a kidney-shaped 
course of about %-mile long. “Its a 
two or three gear track for the bigger 
biks. I could drift onto the long back 
straight in third gear, just below the 
powerband, and steer with the throt- 
ue as I wound it up to nine grand,” 
said Joe Davis who won the last 
exhibition here in 1983. Davis esti- 
mated top speed of his Renton Suzuki 
GS-1000 at 90-100 mph. 

There wasn’t much less grandstand- 
ing for the crowd during the actual 
20-lap race. Eldon Warren led RZ-350 
mounted Brian O’ Toole into the first 
turn then Scott Moon pulled abreast 
to Warren coming onto the minis- 
cule back straight. Diving into the 
first left hand turn in the dogleg, 
Warren slid his NESRA sponsored 
500cc Honda thumper back into the 
lead and had ita few yards later at the 
start/finish line, just ahead of Moon, 
Brian O’ Toole, Joe Davis, and Randy 
Grein. Grein, who eventually fin- 
ished midpack in ninth, was typical 





of the WMRRA exhibitionists, say- 
ing “I made it a point to pull a wheel- 
ie every time I passed the start/finish 
line.” 

Going onto the long straight on 
lap three, Warren’s thumper street 
bike slid far sideways and Scott Moon's 
NESRA/Metzeler/Lisa Henschel] 
sponsored Miniceptor secured the lead 
while increasing it by a couple lengths 
each succeeding lap. The short track 
was a great equalizer of machinery 
and Warren’s thumper settled into a 
race-long dogfight with Joe Davis’ 150 
mph potential, one liter Suzuki. “It 
really needs a steering dampener,” 
said Warren. “But it ran okay for the 
first time it’s had number plates bolted 
onto it!” On lap six the duo ran into 
backmarkers. Honda Ascot rider Matt 
Moeller had transmission problems 
in the southern sweeper that caused 
his thumper to high-side him, shaken 
but not seriously hurt. Warren and 
Davis managed to avoid him and 
eventually finishing second and third, 
respectively. They opened up some 
space over the fracas for fourth place. 

O’Toole’s RZ-350 had fourth, over 
Scott Frerick’s FZ-750, but Greg Fro- 
berg was creeping up the ladder from 
a midpack start. On lap seven, Froberg 
inched his NSRA 750 Interceptor 
past Frerick’s five-valve Yamaha into 
fifth place and zapped O’Toole’s RZ- 
350 for fourth place, permanently, 
soon after that. In more crowd-pleas- 
ing action, Frericks repassed O’ Toole. 
They finished fifth and sixth, respec- 
tively, in front of Keith Hall’s Honda 
1100-F, Randy Schemwell’s Moto- 
Morini and Randy Grein’s big-bore 
Suzuki. 

“Traction was good, and I wish we 
could do this every weekend,” en- 
thused winner Scott Moon. While 
providing cheap, close racing for 
Washington Motorcycle Road Rac- 
ing Association members, this exhi- 
bition may also bring more auto rac- 
ing fans to the August 17-18 Pro-Am 
at Seattle International Raceway.

Simone wins FRA 
Pinetree Enduro

BIG BEAR, CA, JUNE 23 

Riding a Kawasaki KDX200, 
Barbenders’ Donnie Simone 
outlasted over 500 other enduro 
enthusiasts to win the overall 
honors at the first ever Family Rac- 
ing Assoication Pinetree Enduro at 
Big Bear, California. This was the 
first time since the ol’ Greenhorn 
enduro that any type of enduro has 
been run on the trails in the San Ber- 
nardino mountains. FRA had the 
complete enduro laid out months in 
advance, but at the last minute there 
were some surprises. A couple miles 
of the event had to be rerouted per the 
Ranger service due to an abundance 
of deer in their natural fawning 
grounds and at 3:00 p.m. Saturday 
everyone was greeted with a sound 
test and green-stickie examination. 
Only two riders did not pass the test 
but it did throw a bottleneck into the 
day’s festivities. 

About 18 miles from the town of 
Lucerne Valley and on the north side 
of Big Bear Lake was the pits at Cac- 
tus Flats. The first loop started off 
Highway 18 up a rocky jeep trail to 
Jacoby Canyon. There were some 
complaints that the beginning of the 
event was too difficult, but it was 
necessary to get the riders onto the 
main course. Over numerous jeep 
trails to Lucky Baldwin Mine run- 
ning up to the toughest section of the 
course, the John Bull Trail. After a 
rough nine miles, checkpoint one 
and a reset were well deserved. This 
was not your everyday desert-type 
reset, this was a scenic reset viewing 
the desert floor and Lake Arrowhead. 
One-tenth of a mile after the rest, 
checkpoint two was hidden and a 
majority of the riders had momentary 
brain fade and got burnt. At 22.35 the 
course split with the two loopers en- 
tering the special test. The next three 
checks were manned by the Big Bear 
Trail Riders who also helped layout 
this challenging course. After the 24 
mph special test the trail led to the 
first water crossing at Devil’s Hole/ 
Deep Creek. An enormous bottleneck 
developed at the water crossing with 
riders and bikes in line for submarine 
races. Turning your bike upside down 
to drain the water was common place. 
Devil’s Hole was difficult but FRA 
allowed one-half hour to ride this sec- 
tion along witha 10 minute gas stop/ 
reset immediately following the bike 
wash at Devil’s Hole. 

Back on the gas and down through 
Holcolm Creek at the 60 mile marker 
and into checkpoint seven and en- 
tering the John Bull Trail again. Just 
finishing the 80 mile event, FRA 
staged a checkpoint just three miles 
from the finish, catching many tired 
riders. 

Donnie Simone’s score of 1.98 and 
second place finishers Mark Cook 
(1.104) turned in unbelievable times 
for this 80 mile, 10 checkpoint, Dis- 
trict 37 type enduro. Late Saturday 
night Simone was still tuning his 
Kawasaki and to his surprise found a 
rag clogging his silencer. Needless to 
say Simone got his Kawasaki sorted 
out before his minute 17 hit the 
course.

Nelson smokes

Jon Nelson took his Honda to 
first overall in the 250cc Pro 
class over Kawasaki's Terry 
Bostard. Bostard won the 125cc 
Pro class riding his DMC Kawasaki 
toa l-l finish. Arch rival Tony Flores 
was second and Salinas Yamaha rider 
Jeff Pestana finished third overall. 

Honda-mounted W. Russell 
grabbed the first moto holeshot in the 
125cc Pro class followed by Flores 
aboard his Suzuki with Kawasaki's 
Bostard in third. Before the first lap 
was over Bostard had the lead witha 
two second advantage over Flores in 
second and Jeff Pestana on a Yamaha 
in third. On lap five, Bostard held a 
six second lead over Pestana, who 
had taken over the second position 
from Flores. In the remaining laps, 
Pestana closed the gap between him- 
self and Bostard to three seconds. 
When the white flag came out, Pes- 
tana played it safe and cruised to 
second followed by Flores. 

Bostard holeshot the second moto 
followed by Flores while Pestana was 
back in fifth. By the end of the first 
lap, Pestana moved into third, five 
seconds behind leader Bostard and 
Flores. Midway through the second 
lap, Flores pushed his Suzuki past 
Bostard to take the lead. Meanwhile, 
Pestana went down dropping him to 
fourth and no longer a threat to the 
leaders. On lap five, Bostard got the 
break he was looking for as Flores 
overshot a berm giving the number 
one position back to Bostard. That 
was all Bostard needed as he went on 
to win by 10 seconds over Flores with 
Pestana third. 

The first 250cc Pro moto saw Kawa- 
saki’s Bostard grab the lead followed 
by D. Franklin aboard a Honda, 
Flores was third with his Suzuki. A 
few turns later Flores and Nelson 
took over second and third. Going 
into the second lap, Bostard main- 
tained a three second advantage on 
Flores, who was now being pressured 
by Nelson. But Nelson dropped his 
Honda going into a sharp right turn 
and that mistake dropped him six 
seconds behind Flores. By lap five 
Bostard still had his lead, but Nelson 
was on the gas as he passed Flores for 
second. Going into the last lap, Bos- 
tard stalled letting Nelson by. Bostard 
tried everything he could to retake 
the leader to no avail as Nelson took 
the win with Bostard second and 
Flores third. 

Bostard had his Kawasaki around 
the turn first beginning the second 
moto followed by Nelson in second 
and Yamaha mounted Pestana in 
third. Half a lap later, Nelson out- 
braked Bostard to take over first. Back 
in third, Pestana had his hands full 
in holding off a fast charging Flores. 
Just before the two sets of doubles, 








Flores made his move past Pestana. 
As the two riders hit the second set of 
doubles, Pestana was side by side 
with Flores entering the right turn 
up ahead; both riders collided with 
each of them hitting the ground. 
Flores was up first, but Franklin had 
gotten by to take over third. Half a lap 
later Pestana moved into fourth after 
passing a frustrated Flores who slid 
out offajump. Up front Nelson held 
a five second lead over second place 
Bostard. Going into the last lap, Nel- 
son's five second lead had vanished to 
a mere half a bikelength. Bostard was 
all over the track trying to pass Nel- 
son, but like the first moto, ended up 
in second. Nelson took the overall 
with a 1-1 finish, Bostard was second 
overall 2-2 and Franklin finished 
third overall with his 5-3. 

In the 500cc Junior class, Tony 
Owen of Watsonville aboard his Mano 
Racing Products Honda took victo- 
ries in both motos. Owen's wins 
didn’t come easy as he had contend 
with early falls and play catch up 
each moto. Talking to him after the 
race, Owen said he would move up to 
Intermediate next race. R. Wilson 
finished second overall with L. Led- 
lon third overall.

Clizbe claims 
MBMC Spring 
Enduro

BELLINGHAM, WA, JUNE 30 
Ron Clizbe, used his 400WR 
Husqvarna to putin a smooth, 
consistent ride, dropping only 
three points on the 62-mile 
course, to win the MBMC Spring 
Enduro. Clizbe’s efforts netted him 
first AA and first overall. 

The Spring Enduro was rescheduled 
after Trask Mountain covered it with 
a two-day qualifier. This worked out 
well, however, as much new and high 
terrain was used. Some trails not used 
for 20 years were spotted with snow 
piles, which made clearing them dif- 
ficult. Ironically, 17 miles of the 
course was deleted, including snow 
drifts, at the request of property owner 
Scott Paper Co., due to extreme fire 
hazard. 

The start of the event was a check- 
point anda few riders lost points here 
by not leaving on time. With the first 
check only four miles away, these lost 
points were carried, by some, as far as 
the second check. Most riders zeroed 
the first two checks. The second check 
was the start of one of the check-in/ 
check-out sections. 

The riders had to cross about 10 
washouts on the Big Tower Trail and 
were prewarned at the meeting of the 
consequences if an attempt jump 
failed. Clizbe lost one point in this 
section. Greg Lykke (XR250 Honda) 
had a good ride, dropping two points 
here. 

Out 19 miles and up 4000 feet, the 
riders were treated to a spectacular 
view: Vancouver Island and the 
Olympics lay to the south, while to 
the east was Mt. Baker, Mt. Rainier 
and the Cascade Range. Startled back 
to reality, the riders faced a downhill
